FATHER DIES 
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PRETTY WOMAN FIGURES

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Coroner Koch of St. Louis County Is Holding 
the Stomach of Conrad Schaefer for. 
Further Examination. 


The mystery of the poisonous soup, made in the kitchen of his own home, and 
* which caused the death of Conrad Schaefer, a thrifty saddler, living in Easton Avenue 
Heights, St. Louis County, and the serious illness of his wife has not been solved. 

The only son of the dead man, George Schaefer, who is a prisoner in the Claytor 
jail, and the young man’s mother tell differmg stories as to the time of George's 
presence at the house on Monday afternoon. Mrs. Schaefer says George was there 
early in the afternoon, prepared hash on a table beside the stove on which the soup 
was simmering, and, at the supper table, refused to eat. Schaefer says he did not 
reach the house until after the family had dined, and that he had no pert in handling 
any of the food. 

The disappearance of $77, the sum of the father’s hoarded savings and which war 
in his pocketbook just before he was taken iN but wAs not found on his body after 
his death; is also an unsolved mystery. When arrésted young Schaefer had $47, 
but he says he saved that from his own wages. 


Pretty Woman Figures in the Mystery 


r kiss Emeline Schlichig, a pretty youn g woman, to whom Schaefer was attentive, 
admits that he gave her $9, on the day after his father’s death, but denies that he}.

Young Schiefer, a sailor in the United States naval service during the -Spanish- 
American war, lived in St. Louis at 2305 Locust street, from April until se aie 
when his father became ill. 

Mrs. Donohue, who keeps the boarding house at the Locust street number, Told 
today of Schaefer’s boast that Miss Schlichlig could not be taken from him by a 
rival, and of the fact that soon afterward the rival was made sick by drinking beer 
which Schaefer had brought to the house. 

Bight letters, now in the hands of the Officials of St. Louis County, add another 
element of mystery to the case. These letters bear the signature of F. D. Fisher,“ 
and are a portion of a larger number that have been received by the elder Schaefer 
and his wife in the past 18 months, demanding the payment of from $7 to $10 to “quiet 
the title“ to the Schaefer home. Young Schaefer says he knows nothing of these let- 
ters, the last of which, demanding $10, was received by his father about a week before 
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his death. 


Foung Schaefer was arrested after the inquest on his father’s body Wednesday 
evening. He was taken under the escort of a deputy sheriff to the funeral Thurs- 


day, and showed emotion at the grave.

DECLINED TO EAT ANY OF THE SOUP 


‘Mrs. Conrad Schaefer, widow of'the dead 
Man and mother of George Schaefer, de-

“We had the soup for dinner Sunday,” 
he said, and some was left over.

Christmas morning saw the culmination 
of a double tragedy which had its begin- 
ning, early in the morning of the first day 
of last May, in the jealous rage of an 
infatuated man. 

After eight months of suffering, Mrs. 

Mary Saunders died at the City Hospital 
from the effects of two revolver wounds 
inflicted at her room, 3019 Lawton avenue 
by Leonidas Saunders who, immediateiy 
afterward, shot himself through the heart 
and died instantly. 
’ The wound through Mrs. Saunderp left 
lung was the fatal one, consumption re- 
sulting from it. The other wound in the 
abdomen healed after surgical operations 
had been performed. 

At the time of the shooting, the woman 
gave her name as Miss Mary Burke. Afi- 
erward, at the City Iiospital, she gave the 
name of Mrs. Mary Saunders, and said she 
was married to the man who shot her. 
She gave her home address to the hospital 
authorities as 3119 Pine street. 

The woman's struggle to save herself 
from the man was desperate. Saunders 
went to her room at 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing of May 1, and she said that’ when he 


awakened her he was standing over her 
bed, the revolver in his hand, and threat- 
ening her. 

9 "am going to kill vou,“ he said, and 
fired. . 
The first bullet struck her above the 
heart; as she sprang from the bed a sec- 
ond bullet struck her in the abdomen. 

She ran donw the stairs, opened the 
@oor and rang the door bell in an effort 
1o arouse the other occupants of the 
house, Mrs. Dora Thomas and her hus- 


band. Her screams and cries for help 
were still echoing through the street 
when another pistol shot was heard. 

Thomas ished up the stairs to Mrs. 
Baunders’ room and found Saunders lying 
on the floor, a bullet wound through his 
temple and a smoking revolver lying at 
hie hand. He was dead. 

For a time it was thought at the City 
Hospital that Mrs. Saunders’ death would 
follow within a few days. But skillful sur- 
gicul operations gave ong relief, and 
she gained in strength. The left lung be- 
came infected, however, and while the 
revolver wounds seemingly healed, con- 
sumption developed. An autopsy will be 
held to determine whether consumption or 
eome hidden unhealed wound was the 
cause of death. 

Mrs. Saunders declared that Saunders 
jealousy was the only reason she could 
dsacribe for hig act. She says they had not 
quarreled, and that the first she knew of 
his purpose was when she awoke to find 
him standing over her and telling her he 
was going to kill her.

The funeral of John J. Ryan, who was 
for years probably the best known barber 
in St. Louis, will be held Sunday afternoon 
from St. Bridget’s Church to Calvary ceme- 
tery. 

Mr. Ryan was stricken with heart failure 
Christmas eve while standing at the cor- 
ner of Fourth and Market streets and died 
shortly after being taken home. 

Ryan was appointed to the state board 
of barber examiners by Gov. Lon V. Ste- 
phens, and was reappointed by Gov. Dock- 
ery. Before receiving his appointment he 
was connected with the barber shop in the 
Pianters’ Hotel. 

Through his efforts the State Barbers’ 
Union was thoroughly organized. He took 
an important part in the street car strike 
as an organizer and representative of the 
strikers. °

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NEW RECORD FOR 
HOMING PIGEONS 


Untrained Bird Flies From Milwau- 
kee to Baltimore in Remark- 
able Time 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 2%.—A record of 
nearly 1000 miles in from four to six days, 
when the usual time taken by old and 
trained birds is eight days, is the record 
of a young and untrained homing pigeon 
owned by Mr. Robert Clark, of 2035 Druid 
Hill avenue, who recently came to this 
city from Milwaukee, Wis. 

While in Milwaukee Mr.

young pigeons from Mr. Charles Bang,

When the audience assembled at 5 ook 
in the afternoon, the opete. house wWẽƷs filled 
with the babble of voices.

Men and 
women, fresh from their Christmas shop- 
ping, chattered of bargains. 

At least one-half of the men were not in 
evening dress.

But when the soft and long drawn trum- 
pet tones were repeated several times, 
when the lights went out, when the gray 
curtain went up and the inner crims®dn vel- 
vet curtains parted, revealing. the old 
Grail Knight Gurnemans seated with his 
squires in the gloomy forest, that New 
York audience, fresh from the exciting 
Christmas streets and shops, was suddenly 
still and, until the last rapturous strains 
of the choir in- the summit of the Grail 
temple died away at the end of the act, 
there was not a sound, not a movement in 
the auditorium. 


The supreme moment for the audience
